supreme court today upheld the right 
of the governor to reappoint men to 
office whose .nomination failed Of icon* 
nrmation by the senate. The opinion, 
handed down by Justice Frazer, sus- 
tained the right of the governor to 
reappoint Daniel F. Lafean as com- 
missioner of banking. The decision 
also affected the nominations of J. 
Edward Log, superintendent of print- 
ing; Nathan R. Buller, commissioner 
of fisheries, and Charles & Patton, 
secretary of agriculture.
